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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Title: 

The title has been replaced with "Liquid crystal display with antiglare layer on 
viewer side having haze equal to or greater than 40". 

End of examiner's amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 61-65, 67-70, 72-83, 85-89, and 91-93 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's arguments filed on 11 July 2006 and 14 August 2006 are 
persuasive, in particular the argument filed 14 August 2006 that Maekawa teaches high 
haze being a problem and thus "teaches away" from a combination with the Mochizuki 
reference (which was relied on for its teaching of high haze values). This "teaching 
away" is supported by other references, such as U.S. Patent No. 5,998,013 to Shoshi et 
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a/., which discloses haze values between 2 and 40 t and notes that "excessively high 
haze causes inferior light transmission" [col. 6, lines 21-36]. It is therefore clear that, in 
Maekawa and the other prior art which discloses the other limitations in the claims (LCD 
with backlight, antiglare layer on viewer side, high image clarity, internal and surface 
scattering, etc.), there is a "teaching away" from using an anti-glare layer on the viewer 
side of a transmissive LCD having a haze > 40. The previous rejections over Maekawa 
in view of Mochizuki are therefore withdrawn. 

The prior art does not disclose the liquid crystal display device utilizing light from 
a backlight of claims 61 and 79, in particular the limitations that the antiglare layer 
provided on a viewer side of the one of the pair of polarizers which is closer to the 
viewer has a haze > 40, a clarity > 15, an internal scattering layer, and a scattering 
surface. Claim 61 is therefore allowed, as are its dependent claims 62-65, 67-70, and 
72-78, and claim 79 is therefore allowed, as are its dependent claims 80-83, 85-89, and 
91-93.
